Parsons does, he gets ‘his goods at 
bottom prices. Back of the store 
is tho bar-room proper. This isa 
beantifully finished room. The top 
of the bar ia composed of choice 
Italian marble, while the decanters 
and bottles are of cut glass. A four 
light chandelier dispenses its radi- 
ance at night, and the room is heat- 
ed by steam supplied by a four horse 
boiler in an adjoining. building.— 
Communicating with this roem by 
folding doors is the eating room, or 
more properly Restaurant. Two 
long marble counters at which com- 
fortable stools are placed will afford 
plenty of room to a hungry public.— 
Here meals will be furnished at all 
hours, and choice oysters, fish and 
me of all kinds in season will be 
ept constantly on hand and furnish- 
ed at liberal prices. A prominent 
feature of the eatablishment—at least 
so far as Salisbury is concerned— will 
be the steamed oysters.

Just in front of the Restaurant is 
the dining room for boarders.—

ing good things, willwe are certain 
insure a splendid kept table. A par- 
lor and reading room complete the 
floor. ;

Letter from San Francisco. 


San Francisco, California. 
November 19th, 1875. 

I must offer as an excuse for not 
writing before, o severe attack of 
sickness. 

We are now in tho city of San 
Francisco, which presents a broken 
appearance, owing toa portion be- 
ing built on the hills which are quite 
high. From the tops of these hills a 
full view of the city can be seen. The 
city is situated on the west side of 
San Francisco bay, about soven miles 
from the Pacific coast. Between the 
city and Ocean, there is quite a high 
range of mountains, which seem to 
break the clouds in pieces as they 
pass from Ocean to Bay. The tops 
of those mountains are secn only in 
clear weather. Foga and clouds 
hide them from view. The winda 
from the Ocean, coming over those 
mountains and falling upon tho city, 
nre as cold as if coming from an ice 
berg. Tho city is rather a pretty 
ohe, handsomely laid aut, uad now 
being substantially built some of the 
mow buildings comparo favorably 
with and even exee) those of the 
east. The “Palaco Hotel seven 
stories high, and covering a square, 
is one of tho finest Hotels in the 
United States. It has about one 
hundred and ninety six bay windows, 
which add to its appearance, The 
Safe Deposit company bas recently 
erected a very fine building on the 
corner of Montgomery and California 
streets, The residence of Senator 
Sharon is one of the finest in the 
country. There aro a number of fine 
residences in the city. The houses 
are all built with bay windows, in 
order to got as much sum as possible. 
A house without a bay window, is no 
house at all. The livery stables even 
have bay windows, and some of the 
smaller houses in yards have them, 
and as Sacramento ie called windmill 
city, San Francisco should be called 
bay window city. There are some of 
the finest resorta for amusement, and 
other recreations, that aro found in 
any city. Woodwarl’s Gardens, 
contains a museum, menagerie, thea- 
tre, aquarium, and almost every thing 
that interests the mind. 

The first house built in San Frans 
cisco wan in 1835, the place was then 
called “Yuba Buena." The city is 
amply supplied with scheols, both 
pans and private. There are scmo 

0 churches of all kinds, creeds and 
beliefs, including several Ohinere

California street, about 11 o'clock; 
A. M., will convince you that the 
city of San Francisce, is built and 
supported by mining stecks; fifteen 
thousand ns can be seen at one 
time, filled with excitement, and eager 
to invest their All in some wild cat 
mine. The entrance te the bay from 
the ocean is called Golden ate,” 
itis one mile wide, and thirty feet 
deep. On the south side the Gov- 
ernment bas a fort, substantally 
built, against the walls of which the 
waves of the ocean dash. A few miles 
south of the fortis the “Cliff House,” 
a place of considerable resort. About 
500 yards from the shore are the 
seal rocks, some 200 feet high. On 
the tops of those rocks can be seen 
hundreds of seals and sea lions . and 
others, climbing 55 and jumping off 
into the waters below. One of these 
seals is called Gen’! Grant, and is 

pposed to weigh 3.000 pounds. 
Another seal is called Ben Butler. 
Sea fowls in large numbers are 
hovering on and around these rocks. 
The view is grand, and especially 
whena storm is raging, but one 
shake of the earth and all is forgotten. 
The hills seem to move the ground 
on which you stand seems to ware 
like the ocean, and the mind is led 
back to the east, where the earth is 
stationary, rains come in season, and 
the soil produces surely, if but little.

Letter from Delmar. 


SCHOÓLS—RELIGIOUS — SURGICAL — IM- 
PROVEMENTS—BUSINESS, 40. 
Detman, Del., Dec. 21, 1875. 
As you fre aware the States line cuts 
our youthful village into an unequal 
twain, preponderation being on the Del: 
aware side, and among other advantages 
resultant therefrom is that of two public 
school systems. There is, howeyer,a 
very marked contrast in the two systems, 
notwithstanding the present efforts on 
the Delaware side during the year atre- 
form. The Maryland system runs the 
scholastic yoar three-fourths of the civil, 
requires uniformity in text-booka, and 
necessary fitness in teachers. The Del- 


aware, especially in the lower county, | 1874 


runs the scholastic year four months of 
the civil only, has no control over the 
books studied, and hag left the fitness of 
the teachers to tho decisions of school 
trustees. This year, however, our Dela- 
ware Delmarians being fortunate to se- 
cure in the summera teacher of rather 
more than ordinary fitness in English 
training. instead of dividing the school 
year into halves, they employed him un- 

til their funds should be exhausted, &t 
stiffer wages than ever before, then left 
the building uuder lock and key until 
the next school-tax levy in April. Scores 
of our children are therefore deprived of 
the advantages of school during the only 
season of tho year a child is capable of 
study without damage. What we need-is 
legislation compelling a suitable levy of 
school monies to increase the length of 
the school year, determining the fitness of 
those who teach, prescribing text-books, 
and fixing the time for vacation.
